ST. PETERSBURG, Russia 
began her career as a conedtutional 
Gevernment today with Witte at the 
head as Premier. 

One of his first acts was 
the editors of the papers in 
burg. 

Iie asked their aid and co-operation 
in restoring normal conditions and se- 
‘uring the confidence of the people in 
the new regime, the purpose of which 
war to give the fullest measure of lib- 
erty outlined tn the manifesto. 

The Count said he had telephoned to 
many eminent ifberals to come to St. 
Petersburg and asesiet in putting the new 
administration on a solid and acceptable 
footing, but while the railroad strike 
prevented their arrival he was forced to 
rely on the sober sense of the St. Peters- 
burg press, without whose assistance In 
Calming the people the Government 
could do nothing positive and would be 
obliged to content itself with negative 
and even reactionary measures. 

The editors present expressed the 
fullest confidence in Count Witte, but 
declared that they could not publish 
their papers without the consent of 
the Strike committee. The editors of 
the radical papera said that to con- 

_.Sent_ the people.it was neccossary .to 
mive the fullest amnesty to political 
prisoners and remove Gen. Trepoff, 
the Cossacks and the other military 
forces from the city. 

Count Witte said the 
intended to proclaim 
manifesto was being prepared, but 
everything could not be done in a day. 
He added that it would be madness to 
remove the troops from the city at 
such a juncture.

A Day of Celebrations. 


The capital, aside from the Govern- 
ment officials, awoke today for a 
grand celebration of the new order. 

She began with her capital decked in 
flage and bunting and presenting a gay 
and holiday appearance—and it is a 
holiday. There is nothing but celebr- 
tion going on by the people. 

Before noon the celebration began, 
and the city soon appeared to have gone 
mad. Such scenes had never before been 
witnessed in Russia. lUnrestrained' by 
word or deed, the crowds did and said 
what they liked 

Despotiem seemed suddenly 
veen replaced by license. 

Bed flags were everywhere in evi- 
fence. In the churches, devout men and 
women on bended knees before the im- 
age of St. Nicholas, the miracle worker, 
rendered thanks for the blessings of Ib- 
erty. while at the corners of the 
rhronged streets orators harangued the 
populace. The people assembled prin- 
‘pally on the Nevsky Prospect. 

The biggest demonstration was orga- 
sized by students and workmen. A great 
procession was formed. Starting from 
the university, 10,000 strong, it increased 
in numbers as the demonstrators 
marched across the river and up the 
Nevsky Prospect as far the Kazan 
“athedral, singing the “‘Marseillaise.”’ 

A dozen red banners inscribed with 
he word “Svoboda.”’ i‘Liberty) were 
arried at the head of the parade which 
stopped at the places where the troops 
jred on the people Jan. 22, and the par-

Sam Huston of Madison Wound- 
ed Four Times by Chief of 
Police McCambridge. 


FIGHT OVER STREET FAIR 


Victim Had Been Improving 
and Slayer Is Out on 
$4000 Bond. 


An inquest into the death of Samuel 
Huston, former city treasurer of Madi- 
son, lll., who died Monday night in the 
Granite City Hospital, is set for Tues- 
day afternoon. Huston was shot Oct. 
10 his lifelong friend, Patrick Mc- 
Cambridge, Chief of Police of Madison. 
Though his condition was- regarded se- 
rious at the time, none of Huston’'s 
four wounds was believed to be nec@s- 
sarily fatal, and McCambridge was re- 
leased on a $4000 bond signed by Morris 
Meehan and R. J. Brown. A few days 
ago the wound in Huston’s jaw became 
infected and it was impossible to check 
the spread of the poison. 

The fight between McCambridge and 
Huston resulted over a street fair in 
Madison.

Mother Believes Youth, Disbe- 
liever in Education, Has 
Married Daughter. 


RAN AWAY TOGETHER 


Man Telephoned That Girl Is) 
Now His Wife and Police 
Hunt Them. 


A long-distance telephone message 
from Henry Dillings that he had married 
her daughter, Edith, a pupil in the Polk 
school, aged 14, with whom he disap- 
neared suddenly, has further increased 
the dctermination of Mrs. F. H. Davis 
of 2824 Lawton avenue to find the cou- 
ple and prosecute Dillings. 

The elopement, Mrs. Davis says, fol- 
lowed threats by the young man that 
he would take her daughter away from 
her, rather than permit Edith to attend 
school. Education, he told Mrs. Davis, 
was a worthless fad. 

The schoolgirl left home Sunday after- 
noon with Dillings, wearing a dress that 
scarcely reached below her knees. She 
has since remained in hiding, presuma- 
bly in Alton, whence Mrs. Davis believes 
the telephone message was sent. | 
In telling the story of her daughter's 
disappearance Mrs. Davis said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

‘“Dillings, an unwelcome caller at my 
home for several months, came here 
Sunday afternoon. I reprimanded my 
daughter, Edith,” for carelessly pinning 
on some neckwear, and Dillings imme- 
diately began using harsh language. He 
has tried to run the house ever since 
he had his life insured through my hus- 
band, and when he was rude to me Sun- 
day I told him he could never come in 
the house again. 

Threat To Run Away. 

‘All right,’ said he, ‘I'll run away 
with your daughter, and we'll see how 
you like that!’ 

‘‘He had often made the threat before, 
and I thought nothing of it. 

“A little later he changed his mood 
and asked me if it would be all right 
to take Edith with him to Union Sta- 
tion while he put a sick sister on the 
train. I gave my consent provided 
he would have her back at 5 p. m. He 
consented and away they went. That 
~ the last I have seen of my daugh- 
er. 

“I believe that Dillings must have 
found out that I was  lanning to send 
my daughter to boarding school to re- 
move her from his influence. He 
often spoke sligehtingly of all school- 
ing and frequently put my daughter 
un to staying away from the public 
schools. 3 

“Dillings is a blond, stockily built, 
and at 24 is not any taller than mv 
little 14-year-old girl. He is a meat 
shop man and lived recently at 819 
North Ewing avenyve. He is very 
homely. 

“When my daughter left here she 
wore a short black skirt, black oes 
and stockings, white shirtwaist, nk 
tie. dark cap and white duck coat. She 
is well developed for her age, her eyes 
ond hair are coal black. The hair its 
short and curls tightly around her 
full, baby face. She is the height of 
the average 14-year-old girl. 

“If the laws permit I shall prose- 
cute Dillings’ for abduction. He has 
been a constant source of annoyance. 
When he called hefe he always took 
the best chair in the room, and*my 
18-year-old son Ernest served warn- 
ing on him only a few days aeo that 
the next time he found him orderine 
the girls or myself around he would 
throw him out of the house.

ODORLESS GARBAGE 
PLANT FOR CITY 


Board of Public Improvements 
Sends New Bill to 
Council, 


The Board of FPublic Improvements 
Tuesday approved an ordinancé provid- 
ing for the establishment of a municipal 
garbage plant. The ordinance wil! be 
introduced In the Council Tuesday night, 
and if it becomes a law, bids for the 
cunstruction of the plant will be adver- 
tised for iinmediately. 

The ordinance pruvices that t « i 
sha': be located on ground owned by the 
city, bounded by Lewis, Wharf, Smith 
and Dixon streets. 

An appropriation of $75,000 is provided. 

The establishment is to have a. ca- 
pacity for reducing 150 tons of mixed 
garbage a day. The ordinance specti- 
fies that the successful contractor 
must operate the plant for the first 
3v0 days. It is also required that the 
process employed shall be odorless, 


Chance to Make or Lose. 


A bonus and penalty clause contains 
an inducement to the successful con- 
tractor. It provides that the cost of 
reducing the garbage shall not be 
more than 40 cents a ton. 

Should the cost exceed 40 cents, the 
penalty will be assessed in this way: 
The total number of tons reduced will 
be mul.iplied by five. The result is 
to be multiplied by the excess cost, 
and this amount the contractor must 
pay to the city. 

If he reduces 10,000 tons the first 
300 days and the cost averages 41 
cents a ton, the city will multiply 
10,000 by 45, ee saan | 50,000, and this 
sum, muitiplied by 1 cent, the excess 
over 40 cents, would mean that the 
contractor would have to ,ay the c.ty 
$500. 

lf the cost is kept below 35 cents a 
ton, the contractor is to be paid a 
bonus on the same scale.

At last Nicholas has made a virtue of necessity 
and given Sergius Witte a free hand. 

The old Russia has passed into history. 
Russia has appeared on the scene—a Russia whose 
Emperor is capable of declaring to his people that 
“the supreme duty imposed upon us by our sovereiga 
office requires us to efface ourself.” 

And efface himself he does. 

Witte is made Minister-President. 
rescript is issued which proclaims civi) liberty, with 
freedom of conscience, speech, inion and association. 
Those classes now completely deprived of “electoral 
rights” are invited to participate in the election of 
members of the Douma. “The unchangeable rule” 
is promulgated that “No law shall be enforceable 
without the approval of the State Douma.” Forma! 
recognition is made of the people's right to partici- 
pate in the supervision of the legality of the acts 
of the authorities. | 

A new Magna Charta has thus been given to the 
Russi¢n people—if they are strong enough to take 
possession of it and strong enough to hold it. 

That remains to be seen. 

Apparently Nicholas, to save the Romanoff dy- 
nasty and to prevent another French revolution, has 
given into Witte’s hands power to construct a real 
constitutional government. Witte for the time 
being, is master of the situation. At last he has his 
opportunity to prove whether or not he is a states- 
man of the first rank. If he is not, he must fail, and 
the cause of liberty will suffer in the degree of his 
failure. 

While the Czar has abdicated temporarily to the 
commoner, the autocracy has not abdicated. It is 
still there to intrigue and to resist to the utmost 
any invasion of its ancient privilege. 

On the other hand is a congress of peoples, vast, 
ignorant, incoherent and seething with revolution. 
By no means an attractive or a stable foundation 
upon which to construct a constitutional government. 
To bring order out of that chaos might well tax the 
administrative genius of a Napoleon. Whether Witte 
is equal to his great work time alone can tell. His 
failure might prove no less disastrous to the Ro- 
manoff dynasty than to the Russian people them- 
selves. Only time can tell that, too. ° 

Nevertheless, whether he succeeds or whether he 
falls, a tremendous moral victory has been gained. 
_A tremendous stride toward liberty has been taken 
when the Russian people can compel a Czar to give 
one of his statesmen even the opportunity to under- 
take the task, dubious though the opportunity 


may be.

The question of the new era in the 
new century was of whether laying a 
railroad track on public property or 
on property condemned for public use 
makes it harder to cross the railroad 
track with a cart, a wagon or a loco- 
motive owned or authorized by a city, 
than it was originally to cross the riv- 
er itself in the scow. 

Obviously the settlement of this whole 
matter for the new era depends on 
the vested rights granted by the ferry 
license to the original owner of the 
scow. He needed terminal facilities a 
mile up and down the levee because he 
could never be certain of landing in- 
side of half a mile of the point: he 
poled for. When this mile is extend- 
ed to 19 miles because the beneficiaries 
of railroad licenses are equaliy uncer- 
tain where they will lana finaliy, we 
have all the historical precedents of 
vested rights in terminal] facilities 
along the river front up for review. 

It seems that until we have another 
new era, we are to take it for granted 
that we can not get across or over or 
under the terminal facilities of the old 
scow era, its heirs and assigns, in or- 
der to get to the river itself. 

Or if we should get to the river and 
cross it in a scow or on a new railroad 
bridge or otherwise, we cannot get up 
the bunk because the scow set up 
precedents which have established vest- 
ed righis which are harder to cross than 
the river. 

This makes another new era cssential. 

When it is once inaugurated, deep 
thuught may become easier. 

As a result of deep thought in a new 
eru, it may become possibie to see that 
it is just as easy to get acruss iron 
rails laid on public property or on 
property condemned for public uses, 
when the public has a public occasiop 
for crossing them, as it was to put 
them down in the first place.

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PARIS, Oct. 33.—To what extent was 
the Kaiser responsible for the resigna- 
tion of M. Delcagsse, and how near was 
Western Europe to’ an armed conflict 
before he resigned? 

The Figaro professes to give accurate 
information on these points. 

It is untrue, says the Figaro, that 
Great Britain offered to send 100,000 men 
to invade Schileswig-Holstein and to 
seize the Kiel Canal, in case Germany) 
attacked France, but it is quite true 
that some precise engagements were en- 
tered into. 

Three times the British -Government 
approached France to see whether she 
was disposed to conclude a treiiy of 
alliance France declined ov of con- 
sideration for Russia, but the French 
Ambassador in London obtained from 
Lord Lansdowne verbal promises. ol! 
effective support from Great Britain 
should a conflagration break out 

The Kaiser was informed of this about 
the middle of May, by his Ambassador 
in London. He did nothing for a time, 
but on May 29, after the defeat of the 
Russian Navy at Tsushima, he wrote to 
Italy to the effect that the conclusion 
of a treaty between France and Great 
Britain, involving military assistance, 
would In itself be justification for war. 

That was practically an indirect ult- 
matum to France. The French Ambas- 
sador in Rome was informed of the mat- 
ter and he wrote to M. Bouvier on 
Sunday, June 4. 

The premier addressed each minister 
ters, whereat M. Delcasse resigned, was 
held on June 6 ‘‘l have the formal as- 
surance of Great Britain's assistance” 
——said M. Delcasse, placing his hand in 
his portfolio. 

“And I,"’ said M. Rouvier, interrpting, 
with much heat, “have a dispatch from 
Rome which proves that it means war 
if your policy is continued.
